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PEEFACE 

The object of this book is twofold : to give in simple 
Latin (1) an outline of the relations of the Eoman 
Government with Britain, so far as they can be 
traced in the writings of ancient authors; (2) a 
short sketch of the career of the Caesars who are 
most worthy of attention among those who had 
dealings with Britain. 

The text is gleaned and adapted from Suetonius, 
Dio Cassius and Tacitus, with occasional supple- 
ments from other sources. 

The vocabulary is limited to 1000 words. The 
constructions used in subordinate sentences that 
require subjunctive are confined to cum, ut and ne. 
The abl. abs. and accus. and infin. are freely used. 

Little as Augustus had to do with our islands, 
it was impossible to omit him. Not only does 
his career explain all that followed, but few such 
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arresting figures have passed across the stage of life. 
Thanks largely to the masterly thumb-nail sketches 
of Suetonius, we know Augustus more intimately 
than any Eoman except Cicero. We can watch the 
ruler of the world in his holidays, fishing, collecting 
curios, playing knuckle-bones with the children in 
his island home at Capri ; we can hear him joking, 
and putting prepositions before the names of towns 
(and, very Hkely, before his own smaU island) in 
reckless defiance of Cicero and the Latin grammar ; 
and we can, we must, look with admiration on the 
fine, delicate features of the conqueror of all hearts.

III. CARACTACUS 



Eeign of Claudius, a.d. 41-54 

A.D. 43. AuLUS Plautids sent to conquer Britain. He 
defeats Caractacus and Togodumnus, princes 
of the Trinobantes. He awaits the coming 
of Claudius near London. The Britons are 
defeated, and Colchester is taken. 
A.D. 43-47. The south-east of Britain becomes a Roman 
province. 

A.D. 47. OsTORius ScAPDLA succeeds Plautius. He 
subdues a rising of the Iceni. He goes to 
Wales, where Caractacus was now leader. 

A.D. 51. Caractacus defeated and captured in N. Wales. 
He is taken to Rome. 

A.D. 52. Ostorius dies before conquering Wales. 



Note on the Campaigns in Britain 

Owing to the vagueness of the ancient historians (Tacitus, 
Dio Cassius, Suetonius) it is impossible to follow the cam- 
paigns closely. But it should be understood that Colchester, 
London, and Bath are at the extreme north of the new 
Roman province. All the rest of Britain and Wales remained 
as yet unconquered.
